AT the luncheon at ROSOFF'S on November 30th, HAL LEHRMAN, recently returned 
from an extended trip to countries behind the iron curtain, said that the U. S. 
is playing safe with the people in power now in western European countries. Hal 
does not feel that it is good to play politics with people on the extreme right 
rather than those of the center and moderate groups as we have done in Greece, 
Turkey and Germany. 

LEHRMAN said that Turkey, although it has been aided by the U. S. on the 
military side, has not been helped, from the point of view of the people, on 
the political side. He said that Turkey cannot stop the USSR if it pushes for- 
ward there now, and the Turkish people are wondering if we are playing on the 
conservative side of their government just for our own safety. 

We have not done anything to change the German mind, according to this 
member. Our U. S. Personnel staff is insecure in Germany and poorly informed, 
said LEHRMAN, and our premature handing back of the government to German 
personnel is not a good thing. 

HAL also said that the present Russian Policy is our best defense now and 
that this is our chance to call every one of their bluffs.
